During the past year, the town while not wholly escaping 
contagious diseases, have been free from an epidemic of any 
kind, and are to be congratulated. 

The several cases of scarlet fever, while terminating 
favorably to all, shows the utter laxity with which the law is 
enforced, in allowing people to roam at will, after being ex- 
posed or having had such or other disease, before proper 
fumigation. 

Condemnation cannot be to severe in such cases, 
(whether the party unthinkingly or unwittingly come from 
towns infected, transmitting such diseases in their course, ) 
and the law should be enforced to its fullest extent. 

The case of said party from our neighboring town was 
reported to the State Board. 

Our attention having been called to a family in the East 
portion of town, we investigated same and referred to Select- 
mem. 

Thanking the people for such aid rendered and hoping 
they will look well into the laws governing contagious diseases 
and govern themselves accordingly is the wish of the Board 
of Health.
